IRRIGATION SURVEYS. 


Letter from ‘Supervising Engineer 
Hall, 


The question of governmental irri- 
gation.surveys for Southern California 
has been quite plainly and fully spoken 
of by William Ham Hall in a letter to 
the Chamber ef Commerce of this city. 
Mr. Hallisin charge of the proposed 
irrigation surveys in the State. The 


letter, furnished by Secretary Higgins, 
is as follows: 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTER! OR, 
UNITED States GEOLOGICAL SURVEY, 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 23, 1889, 

M. R. Higgins, Secretary Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce—My Dear Sik: 1 
received a letter from you some while ago 
relative to the prosecution of the Govern- 
ment arid lands irrigation surveys in Cali- 
tornia, and especially within your southern 
counties, 

At the time of the receipt of this letter I 
‘had not entered upon the duties of tie po- 
sition to which I was appointed, as Super- 
vising Engineer of these surveys; more- 
over, I was just in the midst of a move, both 
of office and residence, from Secramento to 
San Francisco; subsequently, the establish- 
ing of this office and tne organization of the 
work in this State, as well as its supervision 
elsewhere, has kept me so busy that I have 
not found time to do the courteous act of 
answering you. Because of these reasons I 
hope you will excuse the apparent neglect. 

t would give me pleasure to say that the 
surveys will be commenced at once in the 
far southern part of the State, but after 
much consultation and consideration on the 
et of the directors of. the surveys, Maj. 

owell at Washington, and Capt. C. 
Dutton, the general director of the wor 
and myself as supervising engineer, it bas 
been found impossible todoso. We must 
be erorees by considerations for the gen- 
eral outcome and prospects of making an 
immediate showing of results, for such 
showing of results is absolutely necessary 
to secure a continuation ef the work by ad- 
ditional Congressional action. 

Now, in the southern _ of the State 
there has been no great triangulatien as yet 
put over the country, on the part of the 
geological surveys, or any other Govern- 
mental bureau. Such triangulation is nec- 
essary as a basis of the topographical work 
which is deemed essential as the basis of 
the irrigation surveys. It will take a sea- 
son in which to do this; hence we have 
been obliged, in order to get at some final 
result this season, to choose asa field of 
action in other portions of the State, where 
the basis of the surveys in the form of the 
great triangulation has already been carried 
out by the geological surveys bureau in 
the interest of the geological survey 


proper. 

During the coming fali and winter it is 

oped to commence the irrigation surveys 
in the southern counties. It would be pre- 
mature, in fact almost impossible, for me to 
say now just what will be done there first, 
but we will certainly consider the extreme 
necessity which there exists, and not over- 


remembered, however, that the appropria- 
tion for this work, when spread over the 
yast country west of the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, as it has to be spread, is small over

“WITHOUT IRRIGATION.” 


We are pleased to notice that Secre- 

tary Noble agrees with Tar Times, in 
regarding the reclamation of the arid 
lands of the West as of such vast im- 
portance that an effort will be made to 
utilize all available knowledge of the 
best systems in use throughout Europe, 
and that a momber of the Geological 
Survey has been appointed. by the 
Secretary of the Interior a special 
commissioner of the department, to 
visit France for the purpose of study- 

ing the irrigating systems of that 
country. He will not find a very ex- 
tensive system of irrigation in France, 

butin the French Colony of Algeria, 
whose climate considerably resembles 
that of Southern California, irrigation 
is largely practiced; also in Lombardy, 
in the north of Italy, which was prac- 
tically reclaimed by irrigation. 

In this connection, we would like to 
make a few remarks regarding the ex- 
penditure of Government money for 
irrigation surveys in this State. As it 
looks now, Southern California is likely 
to come out at the little end of the 

horn, as she generally does, whenever 

she has to depend on the justice or gen- 
erosity of her northern neighbors. In 

areport just prepared by the State 

Board of Trade, for the information of 

the Senate Committee on Arid Lands, 

which will arrive in the State the lat- 

part of the month, occurs the follow- 
ing, the italics being ours: — 


“Perhaps there is no country in the world 
where so much land can be profitably irri- 
gated without serious changes to the sur- 
face asin California. Zhis condition ex- 
tends from Mt. Shasta on the north to Tejon 
Pass on the south, a distance of 500 miles, 
‘The two valleys of the Sacramento and San 


irrigable land.” 
Again, in a letter from Williams Ham 
Hall of San Francisco, supervising en- 
gineer in charge of proposed irrigation 
surveys in this State, replying to an 
inquiry from Secretary Higgins of the 
Chamber of Commerce as to the out- 
look for speedy work in this section, 
the writer states that ‘‘after much con- 
sultation and consideration”’’ on the 
part of the directors of the surveys, 
Maj. Powell of Washington and Capt. 
C. E. Dutton and himself, it had been 
found impossible to commence work at 
once in the “far south of the State’— 
meaning, of course, ‘south of Kern,”’ 
or Tejon. 

Now, what is the meaning of this? 
Why does a condition admitting of 
profitable irrigation extend only from 
Mt. Shasta to Tejon Pass, otherwise, 
not ‘‘south of Kern’? We were under 
the impression that almost all of the 
‘*far south,” to wit, Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino and San Diego counties, 
consisted chiefly of ‘“‘barren hills;”’ at 
least, that is what the celebrated cli- 
matic map of Mr. Southern Pacific 
Mills gave the world to understand. 
We have also been assured, over and 
over again, that one of the great and 
incontrovertible advantages of the 
northern portion of the State over South- 
ern California is the fact that the land 
up there “needs no irrigation.”’ This

Does your north- 
ern section require irrigation more 
than Los Angeles, San  Bernar- 
dino and San Diego, or, if not, 
why do you want to gobble up the 
Government appropriation for irriga- 
tion surveys in this State, and leave 
our “barren hills’? to swelter in our 
semi-tropical sunshine, without even 
an investigation of their possibilities?

GRAND OrERA-HOUSE.—Mr. Robert Man- 
tell made his first appearance here in the 
character of “Othello” last night, and was 
the recipient of what must hive been a 
very gratifying reception, the warmth of 
which fully testified to the strong hold he 
has made in the popular regard during the 
brief period of his present engagement, 

Quite an amount of expectation was 
worked up by an announcement that Mr. 


Mantell intended to give some extraordi-|. 


narily original conceptions of the Moor of 
Venice, and it was also claimed for him 
that the idea of playing the character with 
a light-brown complexion and in Venetian 
costume was entirely original. . 

The question of Othello’s color has 
always been a disputed one among com- 
mentators, and the subject of yarying treat 
ment among actors. There seems little 
doubt but that Shakespeare had a black 
man in his mind, in strongest proof of 
which may be quoted part of Otbello’s 
sveech: “‘My name, that was asfresh as 
Dian’s visage, is now as begrimed and 
black »s mine own face;” a quotation 
which, by the way, Mr. Mantell miscon- 
straes by rendering it ‘Her name,”’ ete. . 

Edmund Kean was the first invovator in 
the color line; he thought it a gross error to 
make Othello black, and since his time his 
exainple has been followed in a number of 
instances. Fechter, too, excited the ire of 
an eminent critic for making Othello look 
like a gentlemanly “half-caste.”’ 

The balance of authority among com- 
mentators is inifavor of Othello’s nigritude 
of color, but the practice on the stage, ex- 
cepting with Salvini, is largely in favor of a 
shade of brown which will allow the au- 
dience a better opportunity to watch the 
play of the actor’s features. Whether black 
or tan, ello’s race and color evidently 
formed a stcong natural barrier to his mar- 
riage with a Venetian lady, and laid the 
foundation for all the trouble which en- 
sued.

It 
must be adinitted that the actor ‘presents a 
gallant appearance, and that his fine figure 
is shown to great advantage in the tight- 
fitting garments he wears, but the sugges- 
tion is not that of the dignified soldier, ma- 
ture in years, full of honors, more used to 
the battlefield than to the soft phrase 
of peace, but rather that of a young 
gallant whose ability to please a 
lady’s eye and ear seem to be 
put most prominently forward; On this 
account, during the first two acts Mr. Man- 
tell’s performance was partly disappoint- 
ing. Th3 famous speech to the Senate was 
given with too much smoothness, ease and 
finish, and accompanied with an excess of 
illustrative gesture and imitative inflection. 
The dismissal of ‘‘Cassio” failed in effect 
on account of the poor support and bad 
arrangement of the drunken scene. In the 
great third act, however, Mr. Mantell began 
to discover more of ‘his quality, and as this 
is the test scene of the play. t must be said 
that he succeeded admirably in depicting 
the gradual dawn of and. in. ex- 
hibiting the torrent of passion alternated 
with tears and despair, which sbake 
*“Othello’s” soul. 

The acting version followed was chiefly 
that of Booth, such variations as were made 
being*mostly improvements, particularly in 
the introduction of the scene where 
“Othello” strikes ‘‘Desdemona” in the 
peoeanee of the Venetian envoy, which 
ooth omits. 

Mr. Mantell uses his fine voice to great 
advantage in the passionate scenes, and his 
vigor and abandon imparted a freshness 
and life to the well-known lines, which 
charmed his audience to the expression of 
loud and frequent applause. The lines be- 
ginning “Farewell, the tranquil mind,” 
were deiivered jn a sitting posture, an in- 
novation which did not seem to be appreci- 
ated, and certainly robbed the speech of its 
traditional force. 

From the time when his pralousy is fully 
aroused down to the time of his self-murder, 
the anguish of mind of the duped and de- 
ceived Othello were finely shown, in some 
passages rising to the point of grandeur, 
and never for a moment failing to keep up 
a tension which must have been as trying 
to the actor as it was exciting to the audi- 
ence. Mr. Mantell, in answer to a triple call 
at the end of the third act, made a neat, 
short speech, in which he gracefully returned 
thanks for the kindness which had 
been extended to him on his first 
visit here, and expressed the hope 
of coming again, to which the audience 
gave its loud assent. With Mr. Mantelli’s 
many natural advantages, and persistent 
study, he ought to occupy the leading place 
in Shakesperean réles. Thecompany is 
evidently not got together for the purpose 
of presenting eperga and it only re- 
mains to say that “Desdemona,” by Miss 
Charlotte Behrens, was very charming, and 
that “Iago,” by Mark Price, was avery 
creditable effort.

A DIAMOND THIEF. 


His Daring Performance at 
Kansas City. 


Howa Practical Joker Played It On 
Boston’s Mayor. 


The Alleged Need of Female Immi- 
grants at Tacoma. 


Later Particulars of the Wheeling 

Bank Defalcation—One of the 
Culprits Confesses, Exon- 
grating the Other.

Kansas City, Aug. 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| At 2:30 this afternoon a well- 
dressed young man entered the jewelry 
store of F. G, Altman, in the heart of the 
business center of the city, and asked to see 
some diamonds.

Press.| A special from Washington says: 


way Association, inreply to a letter from 
Senator Cullom, asking his views on rail- 
way relations with Oanada, has written, 
saying in substance: “The Canadian lines 
operating in the United States affect the 
commercial or business interests of certain 
parts of the country favorably, especially 
New Engiand and other sections along the 
border. They affect the business interests 
in other parts of the country to some ex- 
tent unfavorably. 


Judge Walker thinks the Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Southern railways have been 
large factors in the development of Chicago, 
and that the competition of the Grand 
Trunk has materiaily aided in bringing 
about the long distance rates of the last few 
years between the Western and North- 
western States and eastern seaboard. 
Whether the result obtaiped through the 
elltire country, has, on the whole, been 
more favorable than otherwise, he declined 
to say. lt was hardly worth while to spec- 
ulate on. 

“In fact,” says the letter, ‘‘it hardly seems 
worth while to adjust the balance. Cana- 
dian railways are in existence. Commer- 
cial conditions have become firmly set in 
their use, and théy are rapidly working 
their way in other directions. It is obvious 
that their relations to interstate commerce 
in the United States can by no possibility 
be entirely eradicated.” 

In discussing the question whether traffic 
carried from point to pointin the United 
States belongs naturally to the Canadian 
lines, the letter states that some of the 
Canadian lines are geographically perfectly 
natural routes, but that if Canadian lines 
were not available for service, it would be 
practicable for traffic to be carried wholly 
Within the United States. Judge Walker. 
considers many propositions which have 
been made at length, especially regarding 
the long and short haul clause, and closes:. 
“It apparently weuld not be unjust for 
our Government to require from the 
Canadian lines which are employed in con- 
ducting commerce between the different 
States of the Union an engagement with 
the United States, in some effectual form, 
and if necessary under the sanction of a 
treaty, providing that the entire traffic 
of the roads composing the _ several - 
routes so used shall be connected 
in accordance with all the provisions of the 
act to regulate commerce, adding suitable 
arrangements for the service of process and 
enforcement and collection of penalties. 
In other words, all that is required would 
seem to be some, provision which should 
put the Canadian roads upon an exact 
parity with our own.”

‘| When Christopher Columbus Started 


Out to Discover America—Death 
of the Man Who Invented the 


Cotton Spinning Machine — 
Stephen Dolet Burned at the 
Stake. 


At the hour of 8, on the morning of 
Friday, 3d of August, 1492, Columbus 
with his little squadron of three ships 
sailed from the port of Palos, in Spain, 
with the object of reaching India by a 
westerly course. The resultof this 
voyage, as every schoolboy knows, was 
the discovery of America, which ful- 
filled the remarkable prediction of the 
Roman philosopher and poet Seneca, 
who declared that in time to come, 
ocean would relax the bounds of things 
and lay bare a new world, and that 
Tethys would reveal new regions, nor 


would ultima thule ” the end of the 

earth. 

DEATH OF SIR RICHARD ARKWRIGHT. 

Sir Richard Arkwright, the cele- 

brated manufacturer and inventor of 

the roller machine for spinning cotton, 

died August 3, 1792. e was born in 

Lancashire in 1782, and. was the 

founder of the present factory system 

in Great Britain. It is not uncommon 

to hear his merits as an inventor ques- 

tioned by those who say that he merely 

completed other men’s conceptions and 

reduced them to practice. Unques- ° 

tionably, Arkwright held converse 

with mechanicians, and what he owed 

to them and what to himself, it would | 

now be impossible to determine. Cer- 
tainly he was a man of amazing en- 

ergy and originality, and the claims he 

made as an inventor are certainly con- 

sistent with the known range and 
wer of his facuities. Those who 
ave introduced a new engine or pro- 
cess into the world can easily under-. 
stand Arkwright’s position. The yarn 
spun by the jenny od Hargreaves 
could only be used for weft, being des- 

titute of the firmness required in 

the long threads or warp. It 
was at this point that Arkwright 

came in. One day while watching 
some workmen elongating a red hot 
iron bar between rollers, the idea sud- © 
denly suggested itself that cotton 
might be treated in the same way. As 
he was no mechanic, he applied to 
Kay, a clockmaker of Warrington, 
with whose aid he constructed a ma- 
chine on which, by means of a double 
set of rollers, one moving three times 
as fast as the other, cotton was spun 
into a fine, firm thread, as fit for warp 
as though | it had been linen. While 
prosecuting his experiments, he gave 
out that he was in pursuit of perpetual 
motion, a ruse, Dr. Ure imagines, was 
to davert!popular animosity against his 
design. His first machine was com- 
pleted in 1768, and so close had he cut 
into his funds that he was unable to 
vote in Preston at a contested election 
until the party who sought his support 
had given him a decent suit of clothes. 
To escape from the Lancashire 
rioters, Arkwright removed to Nott- 
ingham, where he was so fortu- 
nate as to become the partner 
of Jedediah Strutt, the patentee 
and improver of the ribbed-stocking - 
frame. Strutt was able to indicate.

1771. At first the manufacturers re- 
fused to buy the Cromford yarn, and 
to meet this difficulty the partners 
were obliged to weave their yarn into 
cloth. There waza duty of.sixpence 
ow yard on all calicoes imported from 
ndia, and the excise was sat on to 
claim sixpence on every yard of Crom- 
ford cloth; for it was alleged to be the 
same kind of fabric as the Hindoo 
cloth, and, therefore, liable to the 
same "duty. Parliament, however, had 
the good sense to pass an act declar- 
ing that the manutactureof calicoes 
was not only a lawful, but a laudable 
undertaking, and fixed the duty at 
threepence per square yard on cotton 
printed, painted or stained with colors, 
thus placing the Cromford company on 
a level with other nianufacturers, In 
spite of the incessant litigation caused 
by intringeeeene on his patent, Ark- 
wright amassed great fortune and 
became dictator of the cotton market.

STEPHEN DOLET, BURNED AT THE 
STAKE. 

Stephen Dolet was born in Orleans, 
France, on the day of the year on 
which he afterward suffered death at 
the stake. He early showed those 
germs of talent which was afterward 
developed. He pursued his studies at 
Paris, completing them at Padua, after 
which he settled in Venice. Subse- 
quently he returned to France, where 
he dared to attack the voluptuousness 
of the monks, and published the Hol 

Scriptures in ‘the va gar tongue. Suc 

aman could not oe tolerated by the 
clergy, who accused him of eating 
meat in Lent, and handed him over to 
the Inquisition, who declared him a 
heretic and schismatic. For 15 months 
he lay in a dungeon, after which he 
was released, but not for long; in nine 
months, two ‘packets addressed to him 
were seized at the gates of Paris, con- 
taining prohibited books from Genevag 
he was arrested, but contrived to es.
